2. Citations and explanations 



us 2 287 328 is regarded as the prior art closest to the 
svibject matter of claim 1. It discloses (the reference 
signs in parentheses refer to said document) a spotlight, 
in particular a stage, studio, film and/or television 
spotlight, with a light source (83) and a spotlight 
housing (10-13) that surrounds the light source (83) and 
consists of a lower, substantially cuboid spotlight 
housing part (13) and an upper, cylindrical spotlight 
housing part (10-12) with a translucent covering element 
(23) , a ventilation shaft (40) having separate ventilation 
ducts being arranged on at least one housing wall (33) of 
the lower spotlight housing (13), said ventilation ducts 
being separated from each other by lamellas (42) that, 
within the ventilation shaft (40) , have a first lamella 
section adjacent to the air inlet openings and a second 
lamella section that is bent away from the first lamella 
section and adjacent to the air outlet openings. 



Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 differs from that 
of the known document, US 2 287 328, in that on their air 
outlet sides, the lamellas have air conveying sections 
that are bent in different directions in relation to each 
other in order to convey the cooling air flows in the 
housing interior in a targeted manner. 
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Since US 2 287 328 does not provide such air conveying 
sections, the subject matter of claim 1 of the present 
application is novel within the meaning of PCT Article 
33 (2) . 

Neither US 2 287 328 nor the other documents cited in the 
search report mentions a spotlight with the technical 
features indicated in the characterizing part of claim 1, 
and therefore claim 1 of the present application is 
inventive within the meaning of PCT Article 33(3) . 

Dependent claims 2-12 are dependent on a claim that meets 
the requirements of PCT Article 33 (1) . Therefore these 
claims also meet the requirements. 

The subject matter of the present application is 
industrially applicable in the lighting industry. 
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
